No Decision Announced — Com- 
mittee to Collect Funds 
Appointed 
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SECOND CALL SOUNDED 
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The Athletic Council held an 
important meeting at the Political 
Sciences bnilding last Thursday 
evening. Those present were Dr. 
McBain, Prof. Earnest, Prof. 
Peake. Mr. Davis, Mr. Haller, Mr. 
Hart, Mr. Fleming, Mr. Cash, Mr. 
Sensner, Mr. Brookes, Mr. Eaton, 
Mr. Curl and Mr. Baer. The ques- 
tion of football coaching which 
has been agitating the Council for 
the last few weeks was given a 
thorough discussion, but no state- 


raest.of thf result reached was 
published. The establishment “ 
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Washington is ready to undertake 
an experiment at this time merits 
consideration. The advantages of 
placing the football team in the 
hands of efficient alumni, whp ary 
moved more by a spirit of loyalty 
to the institution than by any pe- 
cuniary gain have been recog- 
nized by an increasing number of 
colleges, and has the support of 
the vast majority of football men 
throughout the country, but the 
introduction of the system is 
bound to involve a number of ex- 
periments. It is probable that a 
definite report will be given by 
the Council in the near future. 

The Council approved a plan 
submitted to solicit regular .con- 
tributions from the alumni in be- 
half of the athletic teams'. It is 
felt thaj a thorough presentation 
of the question by an able com- 
mittee would go a long way 
toward securing needed assist- 
ance, not in spasmodic jerks, but 
as an annual donation. The com- 
mittee appointed was Secretary 
Davis. Mr. Haller and Mr. Eaton. 

Manager Haller was not quite 
ready to make public his prospec- 
tive schedule, but announced that 
a number of excellent teams have 
written for dates, and that it is 
probable that within the next few 
days the. list of games will be com- 
plete. The complek situation de- 
veloped by the Virginia-Carlisle 
interference promises to clear up 
with the cancellation of the game. 
George Washington has practi- 
cally completed arrangements for 
the American League Park, and 
Georgetown is determined in its 
opposition to the loan of its field.

United States; we merely present 
the facts, and the public may draw 
the obvious conclusions. 

Dr. James, before the House 
Committee, advanced the argu- 
ment, somewhat over-strained by 
his continual use of it, that the 
University is sectarian. It is un- 
necessary to present again the un- 
denied refutation. The mere fact 
that Dr. James has seen fit to re- 
produce it designates the char- 
acter of his case with a clearness 
that leaves little to the imagina- 
tion. He admitted that the Dis- 
trict is entitled to this fund, but 
bases his opposition on the insti- 
tution selected. But once he.ttas 
admitted the justice of the Dis- 
trict's claim, he Has automatically 
eliminated his opposition or the 
opposition of any foreign body 
from the consideration of the 
question. Because, -if the District 
is -entitled to its due share of the 
Morrill act, then the only ques- 
tion remaining is for Congress, 
sitting as a DISTRICT LEGIS- 
LATURE and not as a NA- 
TIONAL BODY to determine 
where that fund should be de- 
posited. And, as was ably pointed 
opt by a member of ttye House 
Committee* it is as fitting for Dr. 
James or any non-resident to in- 
terfere in the deliberations of the | 
District’s legislature as it would 
have been for the former, a citizen 
of Illinois, to attempt to instruct 
the Ohio legislature as to its de- 
cision when a similar question 
arose in that state. 

The fact that three cabinet 
ministers would become ex- 
officio members of the Board of 
Trustees, and that annual reports 
to Congress would be made, dis- 
poses of any prima facie conten- 
tion as to administration. The 
delicate ifitimation, in Dr. James’ 
masterly style, that the District 
is not aiding and supporting our 
fight, is too evident on its face 
ah unquestionable misrepresenta- 
tion to merit more than passing 
notice. In conclusion, the insinu- 
ation so boldly set forth as to the 
sincerity of the motives of one of 
the most venerated and most 
trusted men in the United States 
in the person of Justice John Mar- 
shall Harlan, is a fitting and 
natural peroration to the brief 
presented by the President of Il- 
linois University.
